Mu s­ 
cle p ain s an d abn o rmality o f 
the sp in e also cau se difficu l­ 
ties in this area. 
Regardin g X ray s, the chest 
Is mo st o ften X ray ed becau se 
o n e can easily 
see sign s 
o f 
tu bercu lo sis in the lu n gs. This 
is n o t tru e o f man y o ther o r­ 
gan s like the kidn ey sin ce all 
the X ray o ften do es is to o u t­ 
lin e a shado w o f the shap e o f 
the o rgan itself. The differ­ 
en ce is that the lu n gs are fu ll 
o f air an d a kidn ey , fo r ex ­ 
amp le, is n o t. This is why it 
is better to do ex amin atio n s 
o f the u rin e to tell ho w the kid­ 
n ey s are fu n ctio n in g than it

dep en ds 
u p o n the ty p e o f ben efit y o u ex ­ 
p ect to receiv e. 
If y o u r age is a facto r o f en ­ 
titlemen t, as it wo u ld be fo r re­ 
tiremen t o r Medicare ben efits, 
y o u mu st fu rn ish ev iden ce o f 
y o u r date o f birth. This wo u ld 
be y o u r birth o r bap tismal cer­ 


tificate if y o u hav e o n e. Other 
do cu men ts reco rded 
early in 
y o u r life can also be u sed. 
If relatio n ship is in v o lv ed (fo r 
ex amp le, in ap p ly in g 
fo r 
de­ 
p en den t o r su rv iv o rs ben efits), 
ev iden ce o f a marriage may be 
n eeded. Children ’s relatio n ship s 
can be established 
by 
birth 
certificates which 
reco rd 
the 
p aren ts’ n ames. 
Pro o f o f death is n ecessary to 
receiv e su rv iv o rs ben efits, an d 
medical ev iden ce is req u ired in 
disability cases. 
Yo u r so cial secu rity o ffice can 
help y o u in gatherin g in fo rma­ 
tio n to su p p o rt y o u r claim. 
Q. My husba nd, who is 53, 
a nd o ur two so ns o pera ted o ur 
fa rm until 6 mo nths a g o , when 
my husba nd suffered a sev ere 
stro ke. He is no w co mpletely 
pa ra ly zed a nd c a n n o t ev en 
spea k. My so ns still o pera te the 
fa rm a nd insist tha t their fa ­ 
ther sho uld receiv e the net pro f­ 
its. If my husba nd ta kes these 


pro fits, will he still be entitled 
to mo nthly so cia l security dis­ 
a bility benefits? 
A. Yes. To receiv e mo n thly 
so cial secu rity disability ben e­ 
fits, y o u r hu sban d mu st be u n ­ 
able to en gage in su bstan tial 
gain fu l activ ity in the o p eratio n 
o f the farm. The in co me he re­ 
ceiv es do es n o t affect his eli­ 
gibility fo r disability ben efits. 
Call an y so cial secu rity o ffice 
fo r help in ap p ly in g 
fo r 
dis­ 
ability ben efits. 
Q. I o wn a sma ll g ro cery 
sto re a nd my 17-y ea r-o ld 
so n 
wo rks fo r me a fter scho o l a nd 
o n Sa turda y s. I pa y him 
$20 a 
week. Must I repo rt his ea rn­ 
ing s to so cia l security ? 
A. No . A child u n der 21 who 
wo rks fo r o n e o f his p aren ts is 
n o t co n sidered an emp lo y e fo r 
so cial secu rity p u rp o ses. 
Q. If I beg in to receiv e wid­ 
o w’s benefits a t a g e 
6 2 will the 
a mo unt be less tha n if I ha d 
wa ited until I wa s 6 5 ? 
A. No . A wido w receiv es the 
fu ll u n redu ced ben efit at 6 2.

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Pakistan Crisis Evokes Caution 


Cau tion seems to be the word which best de­ 
scribes the international reaction to the fighting 
in East Pakistan. 
Perhaps the long drawn-ou t war in Indochina 
and the apprehension of nations ov er the ex plo­ 
siv e situ ation in the Middle East hav e cau sed gov ­ 
ernments to be more than u su ally cau tiou s in ex ­ 
pressing themselv es abou t the civ il distu rbance in 
Pakistan. 
Official comment has 
been 
both 
scarce 
and 
chary . The United States has done little more 
than ex press its concern ov er the fighting while 
ex tricating Americans from East Pakistan. 
Commu nist China has withheld comment as has 
France, West Germany , Yu goslav ia, Japan 
and 
Nepal. Great Britain, which is the leader of the 
Commonwealth of which Pakistan is a member, 
has maintained almost total silence, 
tending 
to 
v iew the situ ation as an internal matter. 
Neighboring India, while critical of the Paki­ 
stan gov ernment’s actions, has been restrained of­ 
ficially . 
The Sov iet Union has been the most v ocal in 
that President Nikolai Podgomy has called for a 
“peacefu l solu tion” of the rebellion, declaring re­ 
ports of ex treme measu res taken by the gov ern­ 
ment 
forces 
against 
East 
Pakistanis cau sed 
“great alarm ” in Ru ssia. 
The cau tion ex ercised in the case of Pakistan 
is rather in contrast with the behav ior of major 
powers in other national 
and 
international 
dis­ 
pu tes wherein the big nations generally chose u p 
sides qu ickly . 
If Pakistan can be left to resolv e its problem 
itself, withou t any ou tside inv olv ement either op­ 
enly or clandestinely , it probably wou ld 
be the 
best solu tion 
possible. At least Pakistan wou ld in 
no way become another seedbed capable of pro­ 
du cing World War III.

To accept American inv estment or not, 
that is 
the qu estion Canadians keep wrestling with. 


Canadians hav e agonized ov er the issu e for dec­ 
ades. 
Right now it is difficu lt to determine ju st what 
the gov ernment’s policy is in regard to American 
inv estment. 
Until last y ear, Ottawa had a long - standing 
policy of prev enting ex cessiv e 
foreign influ ence 
only 
in v ital sectors 
like 
banking and broad­ 
casting. 
Then a parliamentary committee recommended 
that Canadians control all bu siness activ ity in the 
cou ntry . 
Bu t last month, Jean Chretien, northern affairs 
minister, told American bu sinessmen their capi­ 
tal is “still welcome” in Canada. 
The specific qu estion today is: How welcome? 
Home Oil of Calgary is for sale. The gov ern­ 
ment is deciding whether to bu y it or let it go to 
Ashland Oil of Kentu cky . 
Canadians are not afraid of political annex ation 
by the United States. They are fearfu l that Amer­ 
ican capital wou ld spread so far and wide that 
the Canadian gov ernment wou ld not be able to 
make decisions that wou ld displease the United 
States. 
Whether or not this is a v alid fear is beside the 
point. The fact is it does ex ist. 
As the situ ation now stands Americans are not 
inv esting heav ily and the Canadians, alway s tim­ 
id abou t risking capital, aren’t either. So the ec­ 
onomy is su ffering. 
A decision has to be made to bring relief to 
Canada’s trou bled economy . 
The most logical choice is partnership. Ameri­ 
can capital can open u p new indu stry , prov ide 
jobs for Canadians and bu ild u p the Canadian ec­ 
onomy . Gov ernment regu lation certainly can pre­ 
v ent any kind 'of a foreign takeov er. 
And Canadian bu sinessmen mu st shake off their 
relu ctance to inv est in their cou ntry ’s fu tu re. 
American inv estment money can help Canada 
grow. It shou ld be u sed. 
People Must Be Moved 


For a nation that likes to think of itself as going 
someplace, it is some coincidence that two of the 
cu rrent big stories shou ld inv olv e transportation. 
These are, of cou rse, the grou nding of the su per­ 
sonic transport by Congress and the less sensa­ 
tional, biit in the long ru n possibly equ ally signi­ 
ficant, fix ing of rou tes for the new National Rail­ 
road Passenger Corporation, Railpax . 
Milliore of words hav e been written abou t the 
SST and, perhaps, the one thing that can be said 
for certain at this point is that many more are 
still to be written on an issu e that is far from 
dead. It has long since become something mu ch 
more than the plane 
itself, 
incorporating 
the 
bandwagon cau ses of the env ironment, economic 
policy , national priorities and bare-knu ckle pre- 
presidential election politics. Stu dents of the often 
ihy stifing working of gov ernment will be long, if 
sv er, in determining how mu ch and in what way s 
iach contribu ted to the dramatic Senate v ote, and 
what the backlash effect or that v ote in each area 
will be, if in the end it shou ld matter. 
What does matter is what can be done im­ 
mediately to rescu e and pu t to produ ctiv e u se 
he hu man talent and technical facilties idled by 
he SST rejection. We cou ld do worse than look 


jo the grou nd. 
Preoccu pied with the progression from big jets 
¡o ju mbo jets (to — almost — SST in recent y ears, 
we hav e tended to ov erlook and short change the 
lirports. Few hav e kept pace with the adv ances 
n planes, either in phy sical facilities or personnel. 
Che strike two y ears ago of ov erworked and 
inderstrength traffic controllers was an irritating 
>u t dramatic demonstration of this. (Considerable 
hanges hav e been made since, inclu ding a con­ 


siderable ex pansion of 
the controllers corps.) 
Mu ch needs to be done. Many a trav eler fighting 
his way throu gh jammed, inadequ ate terminals — 
not to mention the ordeals of grou nd transporta­ 
tion between the terminals and city centers — 
mu st wonder if the speed and comfort of the time 
in the air is worth it. 
A channeling of planning, fu nds and talent into 
grou nd operations on ev en a mu ch more modest 
scale than has gone into the SST wou ld still be a 
significant beginning. 
Another beginning, the initial Railpax network 
linking 114 cities with 184 trains, looks at first 
glance like more of the same in the rail story of 
the past sev eral decades. It is a redu ction by half 
in the nu mber of intercity trains cu rrently in op­ 
eration and has a nu mber 
of 
sizable 
cities 
angu ishing - to great ex tent for prestige reasons 
— at being omitted. 
Serv ice is not going to be noticeably improv ed 
at first, or for some time, and the stru ctu re and 
direction (Is it ev entu ally to be ex pected ev entu ­ 
ally to retu rn a profit?) of the semipu blic corpor­ 
ation created by Congress are 
still 
somewhat 
v agu e. Bu t Railpax is a pu blic recognition that 
rail serv ice is a pu blic interest and responsibility 
and starting operations May 1 at a rock-bottom low 
point it wou ld appear to hav e nowhere to go bu t 
u p — or, shou ld it fail, to end passenger serv ice 
to any significant ex tent for good. 
There are those among u s (the hopefu l minor­ 
ity ?) who may look for the best from the dev elop­ 
ments in the air and on the rails. There may be a 
day ahead when getting there will again be part 
of the fu n, not merely an achiev ement in itself. 
A 3-Day Work Week?

The Pay-Back Crime Code

SYRACUSE, N.Y. - 
Com­ 
pu ter operator Gil Mosher u sed 
to be like the rest of America’s 
82 million working stiffs 
— 
a slav e to clock and calendar. 
Eight hou rs a day , fiv e day s 
a week, 40 ru sh hou rs a month, 
250 crowded cafeteria lu nches 
a y ear. And the 
weekends? 
With 82 million others off at 
the same time, filling the barber 
chairs, the department stores, 
the mov ie hou ses, the highway s 
and the beaches, the weekends 
were nev er mu ch of a relief. 
“I’d start ou t on Monday ,” he 
remembers, “same thing Tu es­ 
day and Friday . Whew! 
The 
weekend. Bu t by the time I’d 
start feeling like a hu man be­ 
ing again, it was Monday and 
time to go back to work. It 
Was awfu l.” 
Repeat; “Awfu l.” 
. BUT NO MORE. Gil Mosher 
has been reborn. He has been 
hired 
by 
a 
forward-thinking 
company which permits him to 
work fu ll time on a three-day 
week schedu le. 
Repeat: A three-day week. 
He checks into his office each 
Wednesday , Thu rsday and Fri­ 
day . He pu ts in long 12%-hou r 
stints each time. And then he’s 
Off for “fou r big, wonderfu l 
day s.” 
Repeat. . . oh, nev er mind. 
You read right. 
* Gil Mosher’s employ er is1 the 
Mu tu al of New York (MONY) 
Insu rance company here. 
And 
he is one of 36 men, all com­ 
pu ter operators, permitted the 
rev olu tionary 
three-day 
work 
week. MONY management in- 
trodu ced the u niqu e change in 
rou tine late in 1969 — bu t not 
simply to be rev olu ntionary . 
ITiere were hard bu siness cir­ 
cu mstance which necessitated 
the dramatic departu re from 
tradition. 
“We were fa ced with a co u­ 
ple o f pro blems.” say s MONY 
perso nnel ma tihg er To m Da v is. 


“One. we were ju st changing 
ou r compu ter operation to a 24- 
hou r, 
sev en-day -a-week sche­ 
du le. Two, we had the problem 
of keeping good compu ter oper­ 
ators; they are alway s in de­ 
mand, as y ou know, and are 
notoriou s job-hoppers. Tradition­ 
ally , if they are not completely 
satisified one place, they go 
elsewhere.” 
THUS, THE three-day week 
idea. Which, say s Dav is, “has 
been a blessing.” He say s it 
has increased work efficiency ; 
“we only change shifts twice 
instead of three times.” He say s 
it has enlarged the scope of 
employ e professionalism; “They 
are here longer at one time 
and so see more of the opera­ 
tion.” And of cou rse he say s it 
has improv ed personnel morale; 
“A cou ple of men said they 
didn’t like the change, bu t most 
of them are ex cited abou t it. 
It giv es them time to liv e a lit­ 
tle more. Believ e me. I see a 
lot more smiles arou nd here 
now.” 
Mu tu al of New York officials 
are not the only employ ers wit­ 
nessing happier 
faces 
these 
day s. The shorter work week, 
once ju st a figment of the labor­ 
er’s imagination, is catching on 
arou nd the nation. Ex act sta­ 
tistics hav e not been kept, bu t 
a good estimate is that at least 
150 U.S. firms, big and small 
hav e 
shortened 
their 
work 
weeks. Most hav e gone to fou r 
day s (10 hou rs per day ) bu t 
at least 13, at last u nofficial 
cou nt, had slimmed schedu les to 
a mere three day s. 
And the idea is spreading. 
Mrs. Riv a Poor, editor of a 
book called 
“Fou r Day s, 40 
Hou rs,” say s it’s not ju st a 
trend, it’s a “mov ement.” She 
say s at least 20,000 workers in 
the nation are now on either 
fu ll time or periodic short weeks, 
and “thou sands of other com­ 
panies are looking into the pos­ 
sibility .” She say s it wou ld be 


• 


a mistake for any firm to ig­ 
nore the potentialities. 
“The 
flex ible work week ju st makes 
too mu ch good sense.” 
THERE ARE THOSE, certain­ 
ly , who hav e tried the tack and 
then dropped it after finding em­ 
ploy e efficiency declining. One 
small-shop manager in Massa­ 
chu setts say s he pu t his people 
on a three-day schedu le. “Bu t 
I had to giv e it u p. The gu y s 
were aimless. 
They started 
hanging arou nd the shop on 
their day s off, which interfer­ 
ed with the men who were on 
the job. I tried it for six 
months or so, bu t I lost money . 
Hell, the fiv e-day week is plen­ 
ty good enou gh any way .” 
And employ ers aren’t 
the 
only ones who hav e complain­ 
ed abou t the 
shorter week. 
Wiv es hav e( “He u sed to drink 
beer and watch TV on Satu rday 
and Su nday ; 
now he drinks 
beer and watches TV on Satu r­ 
day , 
Su nday 
and 
Monday .” 
And so hav e a few employ es: 
“I’m spending twice as mu ch 
money on my day s off as I 
u sed to.” 
Yet, as might be imagined, 
the critics of the shorter work 
week are being ou tshou ted by 
the proponents. Gil Mosher of 
MONY say s, “I want to get 
more edu cation — and with the 
three-day week I can.” Au thor 
Riv a Poor say s the departu re 
from the archaic fiv e-day week 
h^ps ea^e congestion in the 
cities, minimize peak periods 
for electric power, allow people 
to liv e fu rther awav from their 
jobs. And economist Pau l Sam- 
u elson say s the shorter week 
permits men to take ov er more 
of their family responsibilities, 
thu s enlarge their own capaci­ 
ties and “redress the ancient 
cu rse of female dru dgery .” 
Clearly , 
increasing legions 
feel the three- or fou r-day week 
is a swell idea. 
Repeat 
(are 
y ou 
listening 
boss?) : A swell idea!

Once again the United States 
is going throu gh an agonized 
fit of mass reaction to singu lar 
shame. Like the pu blic ou tcry 
that followed the past decade’s 
assassinations and u rban bru ­ 
talities, Americans are v omit­ 
ing u p piles of ev ery emotion 
from sociotal dou bt to self­ 
gu ilt to international racial pre­ 
ju dice. 
Bu t the nager ov er William 
Calley is different from the 
despair ov er an assassinated 
John Kennedy . This time the 
nation is mou rning a crime’s 
perpetrator instead of the v ic­ 
tim. Letters to one U. S. sena­ 
tor alone, Adlai Stev enson of 
Illinois, ru n “200 to 1 for Cal­ 
ley ,” a ratio which the legis­ 
lator calls “regrettable.” 
The regret is that, as psy ­ 
chologist Ernest v an den Haag 
v iews, “we can be cru el enou gh 
to make a hero ou t of the mu r­ 
derer of children in diapers.” 
Bu t “we” hav e. Opinion polls 
read eight of 10 people object­ 
ing to 
the Calley 
decision, 
among them Norris Rawlings, 
a tru ck driv er from Iowa: “Cal­ 
ley is like Christ. He’s being 
cru cified.” 
. .MANY AGREE the Calley de­ 
cision will su rely affect the na­ 
tion one way or another. 
“We 
may not su ffer, I don’t know,” 
say s psy chologist Karl Menning- 
er, “bu t the ou tcry is so great, 
with so many people not ev en 
knowing why they are angry , 
that I wou ld say it will hav e at 
least some lasting (national) ef­ 
fect.” 
One major effect has already 
been recognized. Historian Hen­ 
ry Steele Commager notes that 
mu ch of the Calley reaction 
comes from people who seem to 
be say ing, “After all, he ju st 
killed a bu nch of gooks.” Com­ 
mager deplores this lack of com­ 
passion for “Sou th Vietnamese 
hu man beings” and wonders if 
it isn’t a tru e sign of seriou s 
American corru ption. 
“What 
impresses me and depresses 
me,” he say s, “is this reaction 
seems to pu t u s in the same 
category as Nazi Germany ; the 
belief that it’s all right to kill 
inferior people, like Jews or 
gooks.” 
Commager doesn’t particu lar­ 
ly believ e most Americans hav e 
Nazi tendencies, bu t there are 
others who are not so su re. Dr. 
Arthu r Janov , au thor of “The 
Primal Scream,” say s that the 
nation seems to ascribe to the 
theory of “costu me killing.” 
That is, he ex plains, “It’s all 
right to kill people in different 
costu mes than ou r own, or it’s 
all right to kill people whose 
thou ghts su pport people in dif­ 
ferent costu mes from ou r own.” 
He say s Calley ’s cou rtroom ad­ 
mission that he saw “the peo­ 
ple” of Vietnam as his enemy 
is ghastly proof of the costu me 
theory . Viet Cong wear black 
pajamas. Women and children 
wear black pajamas. “So if they 
wear a certain costu me, well, 
that’s the way we dehu manize.” 
If Janov is right, he also 
throws light on the wide as­ 
su mption that mu ch of the Cal­ 
ley ou tcry is a form of pu blic 
feeling of associated gu ilt. Rep. 
Ronald Dellu ms, (D-Calif.) who 
is cu rrently inv estigating “com­ 
mand responsibility ” in Viet­ 
nam atrocities, say s, “You don’t 
hav e to be black in this cou ntry 
to be a nigger.” He cites Calley 
as an ex ample. He say s the 
lieu tenant is a p*wn of a gu iu v 
society : “Ju st as we feel shame 


ju risdiction, bu t it wou ld su pple­ 
ment pay ments which the legis­ 
latu res of six states hav e now 
au thorized for the v ictims of 
state law infractions. 


CRIME COMPENSATION at 
tax pay er ex pense is getting pop- 
u lar. Britain. New Zealand, Swe- 
The Pr is oner 


for the oppression of ou r black 
people, we are now feeling 
shame for what we hav e done 
to soldiers like Calley !” 
AND THIS SHAME, if that’s 
what it is, adds Univ ersity of 
Wisconsin psy chologist Sey mou r 
Halleck, “is only a sy mptom of 
ou r u nhappy , aimless society .” 
Halleck say s Calley , as well as 
President Kennedy , Sen. Ken­ 
nedy , and Dr. Martin Lu ther 
King before, are not the cau ses 
of “the nation’s deterioration” 
bu t the resu lts of it. “Calley has 
become a focal point for ou r 
ov er-all discontent, ou r disgru n- 
tlement with the endless war.” 
Halleck feels the Calley ou t­ 
rage is another nail in the na­ 
tional coffin. He believ es the 
United States, as now constitu t­ 
ed, cannot stand. “Can ou r so­ 
ciety continu e with su ch monu ­ 
mental fru strations?” he asks, 
then qu ickly answers, “No.” 
The doomsday prediction, in 
relation to the effects of the ¿al­ 
ley case, is, of cou rse, not u ni­ 
v ersally held. And, in fact, if 
what historian Commager calls 
“sober second thou ght” prev ails, 
there are sev eral reasons to 
hope that the My Lai massacre 
may ev en prov oke some painfu l 
changes for good. 
Freshman Congressman Par- 
ren Mitchell, D-Md., for one. in­ 
sists that “when people hav e 
time to stop and think, thev ’l! 
start realizing what a disserv ice 
they do to the nation by heroiz- 
ing Calley .” Mitchell was a 
World War II lieu tenant who 
once refu sed an order to fire 
ov er the heads of hu ngry Italian 
refu gees who were scrou nging 
throu gh U.S. military garbage 
cans. “I was not pu nished for 
disobey ing that immoral order. 
May be My Lai will conv ince 
people of this and, if so, we are 
going to hav e a more informed 
people and a more u nderstand­ 
ing Army .” 
MITCHELL BELIEVES the 
‘self-analy sis” portion of the 
Calley ou trage is healthy for a 
democracy . 
Sen. Stev enson 
agrees, adding his wish the an­ 
aly sis may lead to a qu ick end 
of the Vietnam war: “In this 
case (Calley ), the response re­ 
flects a new awareness abou t 
war. It has been a lesson ia 
reality . And if all the energv 
su pporting Calley is tu rned to 
ending Vietnam it will be a 
blessing.” 
Bu t the fru itfu l consequ ences 
of the Calley debate may ev en 
go bey ond Vietnam. And reach 
the sou l of the nation itself. Psy ­ 
chologist Janov allows the pros­ 
pect that My Lai may assist in 


den and sev en Canadian prov ­ 
inces, hav e now enacted su ch 
laws. 
There is, indeed, little logic 
in freely spending pu blic money 
to enable the criminal to perfect 
his defense, while leav ing the 
bleeding v ictim to borrow mon­ 
ey to ov ercome his lost earnings 


the “primalizing” of the citi­ 
zenry , the rev ersion to the orig­ 
inal state of national priorities: 
Constru ction 
rather than de­ 
stru ction. If so, he say s, there 
may be no more My Lais, no 
more combat bru talization and 
no more Lieu tenant Calley s to 
rot fu rther the nation’s weav e.

and the cost of doctors and hos­ 
pitals. 
Bu t the idea can be improv ed. 
It can be improv ed by going 
back to the first principle of 
ancient law — the principle that 
it is the perpetrator of the crime 
who has the primary obligation 
to the v ictim. 
In ancient day s the idea of 
pay ing damages was not limit­ 
ed to civ il law. Hammu rabi and 
Draco u nderstood that a crimin­ 
al was not merely the enemy of 
the people as a whole, bu t was 
a particu lar debtor to his v ic­ 
tim. Draco prov ided for fines 
in ox en, not to be paid to the 
state, bu t to the aggriev ed par­ 
ty . 
A cou ple of weeks ago Dr. 
John Kielbau ch, prison psy cholo­ 
gist, resigned from the Oklaho­ 
ma Department of Corrections 
to take a position in the federal 
penal sy stem. And in departing, 
ne made a few radical su gges­ 
tions: 


IT IS TIME, he said, that the 
man who robs or inju res makes 
direct restitu tion. To this end, 
he proposed that the cou rts de­ 
termine proper 
comoensation 
and that the state set u p ela­ 
borate training programs and 
prison indu stries which wou ld 
enable the prisoner to earn real 
money in behalf of those he had 
wronged. 
Doctor Kielbau ch su ggests in­ 
determinate sentences, the du r­ 
ation of which wou ld largely de­ 
pend on the efforts the prisoner 
wou ld make toward fu ll resti­ 
tu tion. He adds that if a pris­ 
oner is released or paroled be­ 
fore this restitu tion is complet­ 
ed. a portion of his ou tside wag­ 
es cou ld be dedu cted 
The trou ble with most prison 
job-training programs, accord­ 
ing to Doctor Kielbau ch, is that 
many prisoners associate the 
training with their pu nishment. 
This giv es them a negativ e atti­ 
tu de toward u sefu l work. They 
dev elop skills relu ctantly 
and 
slowly and often tu rn their 
backs on them when they hit 
the streets. 
If on the other hand, hard 
work and the acqu isition of mar­ 
ketable trades became their 
key s to freedom this might pu t 
shop training in a different light. 


IF A COURT can decide that 
the man who su ffers a broken 
arm has $1,000 coming to him 
from the noncriminal who hit 
him with his car, why shou ldn’t 
the criminal who breaks an arm 
ir. a bru tal assau lt also owe the 
v ictim $1,000? 
And there hav e been too many 
cases where robbers who hav e 
made big scores hav e sat ou t 
their prison y ears in the smu g 
confidence that the caches will 
be waiting for them when they 
emerge. If fu ll restitu tion is in­ 
sisted u pon the profit v anishes. 
Since a law was passed In 
Michigan making parents finan­ 
cially liable for the depreda­ 
tions of their minor children the 
incidence of ju v enile v andalism 
in Detroit has tu rned down re­ 
markably . Parents who were 
qu ite casu al abou t scolding in 
ju v enile cou rt began to take a 
liv ely interest in the behav ior of 
their y ou ng as soon as they re­ 
ceiv ed bills from the school 
board for wrecked classrooms. 
Money may be the root of all 
ev il, bu t the possibilities of u s­ 
ing money as a means of dis­ 
cou raging ev il hav e been u nder- 
ex plored in America. The trou ­ 
ble with the bills proposed by 
Sen. Mansfield and Rep. Green 
is that they wou ld load u pon 
the blameless tax pay er the in­ 
demnity for the v ictims of 
crime. 
What’s wrong with charging 
the criminal? 
“Pay ing one’s debt to society ” 
wou ld then take on a new and 
more practical meaning. 
And it’s abou t time.

The smiles showered on the 
visiting Americans are being 
widely analyzed for what may 
be behind them, and that could 
well be a conviction among 
China’s leaders that the time 
has come to end their country’s 
isolation

world. 
It is, of course, possible that 
the Chinese leaders are inter­ 
preting what they hear about 
the United States in their own 
Chinese way, measuring events 
by their own yardsticks, in 
which case they might expect 
protest and violence in America 
to billow into proletarian revo­ 
lution. 
None of the Chinese leaders 
knows much about the United 
States. None of them has ever 
seen it. 
Except for Chou En-lai, the 
able and well traveled premier, 
none of them has even seen a 
Western nation. 
Whatever 
their 
motivation, 
the Chinese leaders may have 
decided that a critical moment 
has arrived for the develop-

exchange,

On that 
level there would be steady im­ 
provement of relations and a 
growth of mutual confidence. 
Peking, though it has noted 
official U.S. gestures suggest­ 
ing better government-to-gov- 
ernment relations, has not to 
any visible extent reduced its 
daily quota of attacks on the 
‘ ‘ U .

The Peace Corps and CARE 
approached the Student Council 
to become involved in the pro­ 
gram to build schools in un­ 
derdeveloped countries through 
the School 
Partnership Pro­ 
gram, explained Lynn Bozich, 
Student Council president. 
To finance this project, the 
Council will sponsor a walk-a- 
thon May 1. It hopes business­ 
men will sponsor a walker and 
pay the boy or girl an agreed 
amount for each mile walked.

The walkers will wear signs 
with the name of their sponsor. 
| Mile stations will be set up and 
each walker when he passes 
will have his card punched to 
certify the distance he walked. 
The goal is $2,000 — $1,000 for 
the Peace Corps and $1,000 for 
CARE. 
There is no set price being 
asked of the businesses, but the 
student council hopes for $5 per 
mile; or $25 if the student walks 
the entire course. If the stu­ 
dent only walks three miles 
then the business only pays for 
three miles.

Use of Oceans As Dumping 


Grounds Creating Dead Seas 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - In 
the 
unrelenting 
use 
of 
the 
oceans as dumping grounds for 
his wastes, man is beginning to 
create ‘‘dead seas” where only 
worm-like organisms can live. 
These spots are found in the 
mouths of harbors, in open wa­ 
ters adjacent to large coastal 
cities 
and 
in 
the 
estuaries 
where river waters mingle with 
the sea. They are throwing na­ 
ture’s biological cycles off kil­ 
ter and threaten the ocean’s fu­ 
ture as a natural resource in a 
world facing food and mineral 
shortages. 
For 
centuries 
the 
oceans 
have been regarded as virtually 
limitless garbage and sewage 
disposal facilities. Until lately, 
the 
organic 
wastes—sewage, 
garbage, dredging spoils and 
industrial materials—never ex­ 
ceeded 
the 
marine 
environ­ 
ment’s 
ability 
to 
assimilate 
them. 
But now the oceans are be­ 
coming 
overburdened. 
Wher­ 
ever organic residue build up, 
fish are disappearing and ma­ 
rine plants dying until only or­ 
ganisms that tolerate an oxy­ 
gen-starved 
environment 
re­ 
main. 
Says Dr. Carl Hubbs, 76-year- 
old professor emeritus of ma­ 
rine 
biology 
at Scripps 
In­ 
stitution of Oceanography at La 
Jolla, Calif.: ‘‘There isn’t any­ 
where in the world we can 
dump something in the oceans 
and be safe, because the oceans 
are one. Anything we dump 
eventually is going to accumu­ 
late.” 
The dead and dying spots are 
early signs of the accumula­ 
tion, particularly of raw sew 
age or sewage treatment plant 
effluent and sludge hauled by 
barges or pumped from under­ 
water pipes. 
Marine biologists don’t know 
precisely how many dead spots 
there are or their locations. 
But one of the best known 
and intensely studied dead seas 
is just outside New York har­ 
bor and in the western end of 
Long 
Island 
Sound. 
Sewage 
s l u d g e , garbage, dredging 
spoils and industrials wastes 
have been dumped there and 
farther out to sea for more 
than 40 years. 
In 
1968, 
the 
Sandy Hook 
(N.J.) 
Marine Laboratory of 
the Department of the Interior 
began a study of New York 
dumping for the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers. The 
biologists 
found that sewage had created 
a 14-square mile dead area. 
Fish nearby had a mysterious 


disease that rotted their fins. 
The pollution was thought to be 
a possible cause. Even pollu­ 
tion-tolerant worms were af­ 
fected. 
Death of the area was caused 
by depletion of oxygen—con­ 
sumed by decay of the organic 
matter. Scientists said studies 
of the area begun in 1949 in­ 
dicated the oxygen depletion 
occurred within the last six 
years, although dumping had 
been going on for 40 years.
